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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 4-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Brenny 
et al (US 5,839,377). 

Brenny et al discloses a device for installing and removing rail clips connected to 
a railroad cross tie comprised of two tool levers 102, 104 supported on an overall frame 
shown in figure 1 . Each tool lever has a pressing surface 106 at the lower end of the 
lever 102, 104. The tool lever also has an additional set of jaws mounted to it for closing 
about the rail clip to remove the clip. Shown in figures 8 and 9 the jaw is shown in the 
open and closed positions and figure 10 shows the jaw and its placement on the lever 
arm in proximity to the pressing surface. The lever arms and laws are each pivoted 
about a lever bearing. The lever bearing for the lever arms 102, 104 is located towards 
the top of the arm and numbered 162 and connects the lever arm to the pivot bracket 
156. A second lever bearing is positioned on the jaw assembly, transversely from the 
first lever bearings, and allows for the pivoting of the jaw arms 230 about the mounting 
assembly. Each of the lever assemblies are moved by hydraulic pistons controlled by an 
operator on the overall frame assembly. The pistons squeeze the arms together to 
place pressure on the clips as they are installed. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed December 20, 2007 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Applicant argues that the prior art of Brenny et al does not 
show two sets of lever bearings positioned transversely from each other on the work 
frame. As described above the prior art discloses two hydraulically controlled lever 
assemblies connected to frames. The first being the lever arms to install the rail clips 
and the second set is a pair of jaws, also mounted on the lever arms to clamp and 
remove the rail clips. Both are moved by hydraulic pistons and are allowed to pivot 
about bearing assemblies. The first sets of lever bearings are positioned at the top of 
the lever arms with the second set of lever bearings positioned on the removable jaws 
and are positioned transversely from the first set of lever bearing allowing the jaws to 
pivot in a different direction from the lever arms.
